W ashington, May 18.—A conference 
held at the foreign office In London be­

Panncefote and Ambassador Choate, 
the latter acting under direct iattrac­ 
tions from Secretary Hay, may make it 
possible for the high joint commission 
to adjust issues between the United 
State» and Canada to reassemble during 
the coming summer or early fall. 
It can be stated if the commission re­ 
convenes it will only do so upon a com­ 
plete abandonment of the old basis, 
which proved to be unsuitable to the 
erection of a complete agreement, and 
our government will have some «art of 
assurance in advance of the nature and 
degree of the concessions that may lie 
expected from the other side, the lack 
of which, U is said, caused the failure 
of the first negotiations. 
Senator Fairbanks, president of the 
American branch of the com mission, 
was at the state department yesterday 
in con for* nee with Secretary Hay re­ 
flecting th<> outcome of the London 
meeting, and is now convinced the com­ 
mission can be reassembled on a new 
I*048. 
He was recalled from New York 
for the purpose of holdiug this consulta­ 
tion and ha* changed his summer plans 
to suit the changed prospect«. 
He will 
still make his intended journey to Alas­ 
ka, but is planning to return to the 
United States by the middle of next 
July, a little in advance of the date the 
commission adjourned last winter. The 
prnjecfcxl modus vivendi has become in­ 
volved in the negotiations now proceed­ 
ing xa London and its consum m ation is 
entirely dependent upon them. 
If Mr. 
Choate succeeds in arranging the pre­ 
liminaries to the m a ting of the com- 
miNsiou, as now expected, the two gov­ 
ernment* will process! immediately to 
oiTangM a roodu* vivendi to govern con­ 
ditions iu the Klondike during the com­ 
ing sum up r aud fall. 
The negotiation* have taken a new 
turn by the suggestion that the Alaskan 
boundary question be submitted to arbi­ 
tration independent of the other issues 
involved, thus leaving the commission 
free to resume its work on the many 
other pending questions. The boundary 
question is said to be the main obstacle 
lo an agreement, so much so the com­ 
mission took its last adjournment be­ 
cause of manifest inability to oome to­ 
gether on this point. 
Since then the 
two governments have tried to settle the 
question, aud some progress ha* been 
made. 
A final agreement does not ap­ 
pear to be in sight, and a temporary ad 
justm ent by a modus vivendi is still 
open. 
In the circumstances the officials 
concerned in the negotiations are favor 
ably considering arbitration as a means 
of settling the boundary matter. 
If 
that plan could be effected, it is said the 
commission would not only be sure of 
reassembling, but it would meet with 
every prospect of winding up all the out­ 
standing differences between Canada 
apd the United States. 
While the plan 
of arbitration is most favorably enter 
tained by officials, it is not known how 
far it has gone ill the way of negotia 
lion* with Lord Salisbury.

I travelled all over the island with my 
orderly when there was talk of a massa 
ere. 
“ To one man who came from Adjun 
tas to tell me of an uprising I said: ‘Go 
back to Adjuntas and dig many graves. 
Rise tomorrow and I shall order out the 
American soldiers to shoot Porto Ricans 
and fill the graves. ’ I heard no moro of 
the uprising. 
“ Porto Rico,” he said, “is the place 
for the capitalist rather than for the 
poor man. 
At the present time there 
are thousands of the poor class without 
employment. The average wage for on 
skilled labor on plantations is 86 cents 
per day, American money.

Senator Fairbanks, president of the 
American branch of the commission, 
was at the state department yesterday 
in conference with Secretary Hay re­ 
specting the outcome of the London 
meeting, and is now convinced th© com­ 
mission can be reassembled on a new 
basis, 
He was recalled from Now York 
for the purpose of holding this consulta­ 
tion ami has changed his summer plans 
to suit the changed prospect*.

United States by the middle of next 
July, a little in advance of the date the 
commission adjourned last winter.

The people all look forward 
to being Americana 
“ W ith the exception of a few dis­ 
gruntled politicans, th© island is free 
from all ill will toward the United 
States. 
“Of course there is talk about an up­ 
rising, but there is really no danger of 
such a thing happening. 
The Porto 
Ricans lived for 400 years under Span­ 
ish rule and never caused much trouble. 
I travelled all over the island w ith my 
orderly when there was talk of a massa­ 
cre. 
“ To one man who came from Adjou­ 
rns to tell me of an uprising I said: ‘Go 
back to Adj un ta* aud dig many graves. 
Rise tomorrow and I shall order out the 
American soldier* to shoot Porto Ricans 
and fill the graves. ’ I heard no moro (rf 
the uprising. 
“ Porto Rico,” he said, “is the place 
for the capitalist rather than for the 
poor man. 
At the present time there 
are thousands of the poor class without 
employment The average wage for un­ 
skilled labor on plantations is 86 cent# 
per day, American money. 
The fertil­ 
ity of the land and warm th of climate 
make the demand for labor very small. ”
